The reason why the great powers

Then the prime minister read 
from the Dumbarton Oaks docu- 
ment the sections which set forth 


the objectives and principles of the 
organization as follows 


MAINTAIN SECURITY 


1—To maintain international 
peace and security, take effective 
collective measures to prevent and 
remove threats to peace; bring 
about by peaceful means adjust- 
ment or settlement of international 
disputes and, 

2.—Develop friendly relations 
among nations, and take measures 
to strengthen universal peace, 
Achieve international ‘co- 
operation in the solution of inter- 
national economic, social and other 
humanitarian problems, and 

4.—Afford a centre for harmoniz 
ing the actions of nations in achiev- 
ing these ends, 

“These,” said the prime min- 
ister, “are the purposes apparent- 
ly these honorable gentiemen are 
unwilling to endorse. The prin- 
ciples against which they will! be 
voting, because they are part of 
the resolution,” he said, embraced 
the following: 


i) 


1—Sovereign equality of all 
peace-loving nations. 

2.—All members undertake, in 
order to ensure all of them the 


rights and benefits of the organiza- 
tion, to fulfill the obligations as- 
sumed by them under the charter 

3—All members to settle des- 
putes by peaceful means that inter- 
national peace and security may 
not be endangered 

4—All members of the organiza- 
tion to refrain in international re- 
lations from the threat or use of 
in any manner inconsistent 
with the purposes of the organiza- 
tion

6.—All members to refrain from 
giving aid to any state against 
which preventive or enforcement 
action is being undertaken by the 
organization; the organization 
should ensure that states not mem- 
bers of it act in accordance with 
these principles, so far as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of 
international peace and security 

The members, said Mr. King, 
were being asked to send a dele- 
gation to San Francisco to help 
frame a charter, and to see, as far 
as humanly possible, nothing is 
inserted in that charter which 
will do other than serve its great 
objects. 

Mr. King said he had read all the 
purposes and principles of the pro- 
posed organization, and added 
“T fail to see how any citizen of 
any country loving his country 
and thinking of the future, would 
wish to do other than embrace these 
principles and purposes with his 
whole heart.” 

FOURTH PARAGRAPH 

The Prime read the 
fourth paragraph of the govern- 
ment resolution commiting the dele- 
gates from Canada to use their best 
further the prepara- 
tion of an acceptable charter for 
the international peace maintain- 
ing organization, and 
“That the charter establishing the 
international organization should 
before ratification, be submitted to 
arliament for approval.” 

Again, the Prime Minister ap- 
pealed to the “four -or five” to 
vote for the resolution. “Every 
member,” he said, “had an obliga- 
tion to the country in its domestic 
affairs, but, at a time like the 
present,” he said, “he had an 
even greater obligation in regards 
to its position in the world” . 
“lam appealing to my honorable 
friends to meet all their obliga- 
tions to Canada as a whole, as 
her actions will be viewed by 
nations abroad when they read 
the results of the vote which will 
be taken this afternoon. 

“Il would like to see.” Mr. King 
declared amid general applause 
that vote one hundred per cent of 
the House of Commons, and the 
Senate of Canada 

“I! would ask honorable members 
if they have no compunetion stil! 
that perhaps they might absent 
themselves when the vote is being 
taken, rather than have it broad 
cast throughout the world that in 
Canada there were members who 
voted indicating their belief that 
they were unable to further a great 
world need.” 


DISCUSSES QUESTIONS 


Mr. King then proceeded to dis- 
cuss a. number of the questions that 
had been put to him in opposition 
speeches; the most essential ones 
he said, as there had been a great 
deal of repetition. He said first 
hat there. had been some veiled in- 
sinuations of a close relationship 
between the leader of the CCF, M 
J Coldwell, and himself, on the 
peech of the latter and his own 
end “that nothing of the kind had 
existed 

Aliso he wished to point out 
that the Dumbarton Oaks propos 
als had been before the country 
and members of Parliament ever 
since October, 1944, when he had 
released to the press a short 
statement on them. At that time 
he had suggested that not only 
members of Parliament, but the 
citizens of Canada generally 
should study the proposals it 
could not be said there had not 
been sufficient time for the mem 
bers to study them, and then he 

tead his press release in which 

he had outlined how far agree.

READS STATEMENT 


“The press of the country,” he 
said, “had been full of opinions on 
subject. “It had been widely 
that these proposals 
were one of the two important mat 
ters which would be discussed at 
this session, and he read his state- 
ment on that point 


The prime minister also related 
how he had called in the leader of 
the CCF and the leader of the op- 
position to consult on the subject 
He was sorry he could not reach 
the leader of the Social Credit Par 
ty as he was not in the city at the 
time. But on the Friday prior to 
the assembly of Parliament, he had 
met the two other leaders in his 
office, and indicated to them the 
order of business the government 
proposed, and read over to them 
the proposed government resolu- 
tion that they might be prepared to 
speak on it. He could not have 
done more except give them a copy 
of his speech which was “still in 
incubation.” 

Mr. King said he had little ex- 
ception to take to the criticism 
voiced in the House except one, 
“a deliberate misrepresentation” 
of what he had said and the en- 
deavor, “not by one but by one 
and after another of members of 
the official opposition opposite— 
to have it appear that | had made 
certain proposals with which | 
myself have had nothing what- 
ever to do”. He would refer to 
them a little later on. 

Mr. King said he thought it was 
“a pretty poor debate of such a 
great international matter”, He had 
hoped from the outset that the 
question would be above party de- 
bate 

‘But’, he said, “honorable gentle 
men opposite have become so ac 
customed to directing attacks upon 


myself and misrepresenting my 
position that they cannot even re- 
frain from so doing in a great inter 


national debate. It only indicates 
how biased they have become in 
their point of view towards any- 
thing the government may under- 
take 


ALWAYS DOUBT TRUTH 

Why was it always necessary, the 
Prime Minister asked, for the op- 
position always to seek to find some 
ground for suspicion as to the truth 
of what one is saying 

“Why now and then at least”, he 
said, “when a pember of the gov 
ernment makes a statement which 
he says true, honorable gentle- 
men cannot accept that statement 
on his word and without some 
searching for an ulterior partisan 
political motive in the making of it 
I cannot understand 

This led to a fierce clash 


Gordon K. Fraser, Progressive 
Conservative, Peterborough West 
interjected: “You said the first 
day we could ask questions and 
then you stopped us” 

Some uproar followed in which 
Lieut. Col. J. A. Ross, Progress- 
ive Conservative, Souris, called:

The jeers, outcries and catcalis 
redoubled at this and Mr. King 
raised his voice above them to 
assert:

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The Teacher’s Salary 


What salary a teacher should be paid 
is a perennial subject for argument be- 
tween school boards and taxpayers on one 
hand and educationists on the other. The di- 
viding line was drawn in the legislature, 
without regard to party, when the pro- 
posal came up to raise the minimum Sal- 
ary for a teacher in Alberta from $900 to 
$1,000 per year. Not, it is apparent, from 
a feeling that the new minimum is too high 
in comparison, but on the ground that 
taxpayers in many communities are not 
in position to pay more than at present. 

The amount of money is not, however, 
the sole nor the chief consideration in re- 
lation to the pay of teachers. One way or 
another the money will have to be fount 
to pay Salaries not only in keeping with 
those in other occupations but enough 
higher than this average to keep compe- 
tent instructors in the profession. Edu- 
cation is the only foundation for a pro- 
gressive state, and the ultimate safeguard 
of democracy. Alberta cannot afford to 
provide its children with anything less 
than the best. And since the standard of 
teacher qualifications is being steadily 
raised, the rewards will have to go up also. 
A minimum of $1,200 per year would not 
be too high for teachers who have com- 
pleted the lengthy and costly training per- 
lod now necessary.

Closing Out 


The British Commonwealth Air Train- 
ing Plan will cease to function at the end 
of this week. Today final wings parades 
are being held at training stations across 
the Dominion, when the last groups of 
students will receive their Wings. Appro- 
priate ceremonies mark these events—and 
incidentally the closing down of the great 
project. 

The system is being wound up for the 
best of all possible reasons; it has finished 
its job. Its facilities are no longer required. 
There are now enough pilots and other 
crewmen available and in prospect to 
meet the needs, without continuing the 
schools. 

From these schools some 130,000 
trained men have gone into the air forces 
of the Allies. Half of them were Cana- 
dians. The others came here to train from 
other parts of the Empire and from many 
Allied countries. They are now in action 
over Europe, in Burma, perhaps else- 
where. The quality of the training they 
received is shown by what they have done 
and are doing. There are no better flyers, 
on any of the fighting fronts, than 
those who passed through the Common- 
wealth schools. 

This great training system was Cana- 
dian in conception and Canada bas borne 
the bulk of the cost. It represents a major 
war undertaking, and has made a contribu- 
tion to the Allied fighting strength of 
which Canada will be forever proud. That 
the project is being wound up even before 
the enemy has surrendered in either

The Bretton Woods Decision 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

WASHINGTON: The feeling that 
Congress is going to take its time 
and scrutinize closely each detail 
in the Bretton Woods proposals for 
a new world bank and an inter- 
national currency stabilization fund 
pervaded Capito! Hill as hearings 
opened into the scheme. The legis- 
lation, requiring approval in house 
and senate and slated for commit- 
tee hearings in both houses, may 
take several weeks to reach the 
final stage 

Representing the world’s most 
comprehensive scheme of economic 
disarmament ever attempted, the 
combined world bank and fund 
faces a long and controversial pas 
here in which its full force 
and effect may well be determined 
the

Forty-four nations shared in pre- 
paration of the Bretton Woods plan 
The others are frankly waiting to 
see what the United States Con 
gress does with it, for no one 
doubts that without the United 
States, the scheme will not work 
effectively. The moment the Euro 
pean war ends, the great issue in 
international economic relations 
will be whether or not the nations 
which have suffered extensively 
can rely on international assistance 
in reconstruction and development 
or whether they must revert to the 
forms of economic warfare that 
characterized the cut-throat era of 
world relations before the war, in 
their own self-defence. Thus the 
opportunity exists now, and whe- 
ther or not the world seizes it will 


depend on majority votes in the 
house and senate of the United 
States in the next few weeks 
This issue, in the view of ob 
servers here equally as impor- 


tart as that of military and political 
disarmament which will be embod- 


ied in the charter to be drafted at 
the San Francisco conference and 
in the documents of the future 
world peace conference, As a guide 
to the controversy which will un- 
doubted!» rage here in coming 
wecks, the answer to what the 
United States will get out of Bret 
ton Woods will serve equally for 


Canada as well. Both are countries 
depending, in different degree, on 
world trade for their high standard 
of living and for a continued high 


level of employment. The main 
argument for the Bretton Woods 
scheme, as it is given here, is that 
it means economic disarmament in 
the world. It means that signa- 
tory countries will make four major 
commitments that 

(1) they will define their 
rencies in terms of gold 
stabilize their currencies within 
a range of one per cent; (3) avoid 
currency restrictions and permit 
freedom of current transactions; 
and (4) alter their currency val- 
ues, if that is necessary, by con- 
sultation, agreeing to make only 
one change within 10 per cent ex- 
cept with the approval of the 
world fund.

The proposed fund will have re- 
sources of $8.8 billions (U.S. dol 
lars) and the U.S.A. subscription 
will be $2.75 billions. Canada’s will 
be $300 millions. The proposed 
bank will have subscribed capital 
of $9.1 billions, with the U.S.A., the 
largest stockholder, subscribing 
$3.175 billions. Canada’s subscrip- 
tion will be $325 millions. In the 
case of the fund, subscriptions are 
25 per cent in gold, the rest in na- 
tional currency. In the case of the 
bank, 20 per cent of the subscrip- 
tion must be paid, the rest being on 
call 
What a member-nation gets out 
of the fund is the right to obtain 
a quota of currency.
